During the policies and priorities (P&P) 
committee, council reviews the policies and 

ongoing priorities of the town. P&P allows 
council to exchange information and ideas, 
respond to external influences, receive requests 
for policy review or creation, and review bylaws. 

For example, during our Oct 15 P&P meeting 
Council reviewed the way in which staff enforce 
bylaws, outimed the importance of education, 
courtesy and respect and directed staff to draft 

Formal council meetings remain largely 
unchanged - except for a new start time of 6:30 
p.m. During council we receive delegations, 
correspondence and presentations, we ratify the 
recommendations of the COW and P&P, and we 
approve any changes to bylaws. 

Finally, in our ongoing effort to be as open, 
transparent and accessible as possible, 
you may review complete council and 
committee agendas - including all reports and 
recommendations - through the town’s website 
www.pelham.ca (starting Nov. 5).

It’s looking up at him, definitelyweathered, 
overly experienced perhaps, but gentle, with 
the shine of a little tear in each eye. 

“What's his name?” the big guy asks. "I got 
one just like this at home. Ain’t seen him in 
two weeks. Miss him somethin' awful every 
time I leave. Best friend in the world.” 

"Clementine," Am answers, feeling more 
than a little foolish, with the warmth that 
the shared bond with a beloved dog brings 
between two owners, however disparate their 
worlds may be. “She's a girl." 

“Well, Clementine," says the enormous man, 
gently robbing behind the dog's delighted ears, 
“Ain't you just the most beautiful thing a man 
ever saw.”

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■ EDUCATION: Children’s centre meets special needs 

Co-op experiences guide students career choices 


I here is a small calendar 
A posted on one of the 
cabinets at my Co-op entided 
“Children With Special Needs 
at Iheir Best'.' It brings a smile 
to my face every time I see it, as 
I gear up for another morning 
at the Niagara Peninsula 
Children’s Centre School. 

Located right across from 
Brock University on Glenridge 
Avenue, the centre looks 
deceivingly small from the 
outside, but I have always been 
taught not to judge a book by 
its cover, and indeed, the things 
that happen on the inside 

remarkable. 

The Niagara Peninsula 
Children’s Centre (or NPCC) 
is a valuable resource for 
children with Special Needs in 
the Niagara Region. Children 
and teenagers between the 
ages of 6 to 18 may attend 
the centre because they have 
physical or communicative 
disabilities, or other special 
educational needs. The centre 
offers many services, like day 


care, physiotherapy in the pool, 
Gait Analysis, Speedi Therapy, 
and similar treatments. 

There is also a school within 
the centre, where I am based 
ft>r my Co-op. I am in the 
Intermediate Senior Transition 
Program class (or ISTP), a class 
of seven 12 to 15 year olds. 

The majority of these students 
use AAC (augmentative and 
alternative communications) 
in the form of personal speech 
computers, body language 
cues, or "yes" and "no" signals 
to interact with those around 
them. The goals for each of 
the students vary greatly, from 
improving their reading and 
writing skills, to being able to 
create full sentences on their 
chat devices, to holding a full 
conversation with someone. 

I chose the NPCC as my 
Co-op placement after itwas 
recommended to me by my 
guidance counsellor at E.L. 
Crossley. I am planning on 
becoming a teacher, and I 
wanted some experience 


have special educational 
needs, so she suggested 


Looking back, choosing to 


work at the NPCC was one of 
the best decisions that I have 
made - it is easily one of my 
favourite and most memorable 
high school experiences to 

The atmosphere at NPCC 
is incredible - everyone is 
friendly and personable, and 
staff members take time to 
remember your name. All of 
the staff and volunteers are 
united towards the common 
goal of helping the students 
reach their full potential, so it is 
a very positive environment 

While working with the staff 
and students at NPCC, I have 
learned or improved on some 
very valuable skills - patience, 
co-operation, teamwork, and 
adaptability, to name a few. I 
have gained so much respect 
for the students, who, day 
after day, persevere through 
technology malfunctions and 
equipment mishaps, and who 
have to have a huge amount of 
patience and determination to 
get through their daily tasks. 

They do not quit, accept 
defeat, or get angry when 
things go wrong, and are 
probably some of the hardest 
working students I have ever

worked with. I am so grateful 
that I get to work with each 
of them every day, and help 
them work through their 
problems, because victory and 
accomplishment are just that 
much sweeter in the end. 

The NPCC has its fair share 
of excitements, as I found 
out one day. While feeding 
one of the students, they 
started showing signs of pain 
and discomfort Using body 
language cues and yes or no 
signals, I was able to determine 
that they had lost a tooth. 

Though scary at the time, 
we are all able to laugh about it 
now, and I am happy to report 
that the student still trusts 
me enough to let me feed 
them. This incident, for me, 
drove home the importance 
of communication for the 


students, and how crucial it is 
to help them expand on their 
communicative skills so that in 
a situation like a lost tooth, they 
can alert others to the problem, 
and avoid more serious 

I love going into the school 
every morning, anxious to 
start the day’s work with 
the students, whether it be 
physiotherapy in the gym, 

attendance, baking for “Comer 
Cafe” on Thursdays, or sharing 
in the inevitable daily laughter. 
Because of the overwhelmingly 
positive experiences that I have 
amassed at the centre, I am 
now considering a teaching 
career that involves working 
with students who have special

Cyber safety requires awareness, expert says 


High-profile victims of cyber- 
bullying may be alive today if 
their Facebook “friends” acted 
when they saw bullying taking 

“Report it, don’t support 
it,” said social media expert 
Chris Vollum in an interview 
at St. Ann Catholic School 
Wednesday. 

Part of his message to stu¬ 
dents is not only to avoid bully¬ 
ing on Facebook and YouTube, 
but to tell someone when they 

Usually it would be a parent 
or teacher for young teenagers, 

To the person being bullied, 
"if you don’t act, it looks like 
you agree with it,’’ he said. 

Vollum was at the Fenwick 
school Wednesday to talk to 
Grade 4 to 8 students in the 
afternoon and parents in the 
evening. 

A technical glitch with a 
Wi-Fi connection, however, led 


to a postponement of the after¬ 
noon session to a later date. 

Technically, someone under 
the age of 13 is not allowed to 
have a Facebook page, said St 
Ann principal Jerry Scaringi. 

“But we know many have 
them or at least access,” he said. 

The school’s parents council 
applied for a provincial Parents 
Reaching Out grant to cover 
the cost of the cyber sessions 
to outline risks to students and 

Vollum, who is with CMV

his message to students is to 
only have “friends” you trust,

Hospital petition 
draws signatures

WELLAND - A petition calling for the 
retention of the Welland hospital and 
its existing services attracted a steady 
flow of supporters at the Seaway Mall 
Saturday. 

City councillors Frank Campion, Pat 
Chiocchio, and Rocky Letoumeau had 
little trouble persuading passers-by to 
sign the petition. 

By noon they had 700 signatures to 
add to about 1,700 who signed at the 
Welland Farmers Market over the past 
two Saturdays. 

They will return tothemallonthenext 
two Saturdays. 

In addition to its call to retain the cur¬ 
rent hospital, the petition opposes a rec¬ 
ommendation by Niagara Health System 
supervisor Dr. Kevin Smith to build a 
new south Niagara hospital in Niagara 
Falls. If a new one is needed, it should be 
built in Welland, says the petition. 

“Many people don't realize the 
hospital will be closed,” said Melissa 
Campion, who is helping her father 
gather signatures. 

“When they find out, they're ready to 
sign.” 

People of all ages have signed, she 
said. “It's not just older people." 

Kris Schlichting, Zak Smith and 
Charlton Smith said Welland needs its 


hospital. 

“It’s close to the skateboard park for 
when I take a fall,” said Zak Smith. 

Charlton Smith said he's used the hos¬ 
pital at least once a year for injuries he’s 
suffered while enjoying from extreme 
sports. 

Frank Campion said at the mall 
they have had people from Welland, 
Wainfleet and Fonthill sign. 

“Many from Port Colborne said they 
have already signed hospital petitions,” 
he said. 

The petition, which is supported by 
Welland city council, is available at vari¬ 
ety stores and other locations around the 
city and in Wainfleet. 

“I’m going up to find locations in 
Pelham this week,” he said. 

Originally, he planned to have the 
petition presented in the Ontario legisla¬ 
ture by Welland MPP Cindy Forester. 

However, since Premier Dalton 
McGuinty has prorogued the house, it 
may be a while before it is presented. 

Meanwhile, Campion said it already 
has had an effect. Ontario Health 
Minister Deb Matthews has already 
noticed it and commented on it. 

She now knows how the recommen¬ 
dation for a new south Niagara hospital 
in Niagara Falls is being received, he 
said.
